WRITTEN STATEMENT REGARDING SUBSTANCE OF 
TELEPHONE INTERVIEW WITH EXAMINER 



Dear Sir: 

This is applicant's written statement regarding the substance of a telephone 
interview regarding the above-referenced patent application which was conducted on May 
24, 2004. Participating in the telephone interview were applicant's representative Peter J. 
Manghera and USPTO representatives Examiners Javid A. Amini and Jeffery Brier. No 
exhibits were shown or demonstrations conducted as part of the interview. 



The claim discussed during the interview was Independent Claim 1, as previously 
amended. The prior art discussed during the interview was U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. US 2001/0003846 to Rowe, et al. Agreement with respect to the claims 
was not reached at the conclusion of this interview. 

During the interview Applicant's representative discussed the teachings of Rowe, et 
al. He pointed out that Rowe, et al. describes a system for distributing streaming media, 
including weather reports, in a multiplex manner. Applicant's representative then 
discussed each of the figures and sections of Rowe, et al. that were cited in the most recent 
Office Action. He explained that these figures and paragraphs of Rowe, et al. describe 
generically the generation and distribution of weather reports, but do not describe or 
suggest the combination of features in Claim 1 . In particular. Applicant's representative 
pointed out that Claim 1 features a time-lapse photography video image sequence of sky 
conditions and a computer generated dynamic graphical information presentation of 
changing weather conditions that are combined in a time synchronized manner to show 
simultaneously changing sky conditions and weather conditions. Applicant's 
representative pointed out that an exemplary presentation resulting from such a method is 
illustrated in Fig. 2 of the application. He further pointed out that nothing in Rowe, et al. 
describes or suggests a method for generating a combined graphical information and time- 
lapse photography presentation as illustrated in Fig. 2 of the application specification, and 
that, in fact, it is believed that time-lapse photography is not described or mentioned at all 
in Rowe, et al. 

Examiner Amini directed Applicant's attention to figures in Rowe, et al. that 
illustrate graphical images including video files that combine data and weather graphics to 
generate programming including video, audio, text, and graphics that are distributed to a 
large number of program viewers located over a large geographic area. Applicant's 
representative respectfiilly disagreed that that this generic teaching of the generation of a 
weather presentation including various data components describes or suggests the specific 
method for generating a combined graphical information and time-lapse photography 
presentation as featured in Claim 1, as amended.
